To get baclc to the beginning of 
the "raid", we arrived at'Cartler- 
vlllc at noon yesterday and found 
a small Stinson aircraft being 
warmed up for the flight. The first 
news was bad. , Only two of us 
could go up. . Thé weight of ^ the 
leaflets left Tom McGlade out in 
the cold. He did, however, get the 
satisfaction of going up on the test 
flip. 

Following our take-off, we were 
so impatient to start dropping leaf- 
lets that we were throwing them 
out before we had finished climb- 
ing. Our enthusiasm gradually 
dwindled. We had been warned not 
to drop more than 30 per bundle 
The slipstream would hurl any 
larger group with too great a force 
agaktst the tailplane. (Twenty-five 
thousand divided by thirty equals 
one hour and a half of hard labor 
under adverse working conditions.) 
The door was open almost continu- 
ously and the sub-zero slipstream

In an official statement released 
last night. Principal F. Cyril James 
announced the «ppolniment of a 
special , committee under the chair- 
manship of Sr. A., S. Lamb made 
Up equally of undergraduates, gra- 
duates and members of the Univer- 
sity faculty to Investigate the 
whole problem of the future of In- . 
tercolleglate football at McGill, 

BASIC CHANGES URGED 
For quite some time there has 
been considerable dissatisfaction 
with the existing arrangements for 
football at this University, and 
both graduates and undergraduates 
have been pressing the urgency of 
some basic change in the present 
setup. The recent resignation of 
Head Coach Doug Kerr, along with 
his four assistants, brought the 
problem to a head, and has caused 
a rash of rumors to spread through 
Campus athletic circles. 

PLATERS APPOINTED 
The great Interest shown by the 
undergraduate In the solution of 
this proUem_^hUj^rcstilt(^^in the 
appointment "^of'^reo^embers of 
the senior football team to the in- 
vestigating committee. The general 
feeling is that the choice has been 
a wise one in the selection of team 
captain Allan Mann, and of two 
graduating members of the squad, 
quarterback Earl Smith and end 
Gus Summerskill. 

Besides discussing the selection 
of a hew' coach for the grid team. It 
is anticipated that the Committee 
will conduct a thorough investiga- 
tion into the whole problem of 
amateurism in the Intercollegiate 
sports world. Up until last season, 
the University of Western Ontario 
openly admitted that athletic 
scholarships were being awarded 
by them, but rigid academic quali- 
fications were imposed upon the 
récipients. ^ ., , . 

However, 'since the end of last 
year, the London, Ontario college 
claims that they have made certain 
basic changes in the manner of dis- 
tribution of these scholarships with 
still greater emphasis on academic 
requirements, : DMpite this, constant 
charges have been' levelled at two 
of the four participating universi- 
ties concerning thé alleged subsidiz- 
ing of players and the existence of 
athletic "slush" 'funds. 

SCRAMBLE FOR FLAYERS 
At the start of ., the past rugby 
season, there was a* scramble for 
top-notch football players with first 
one . college and then the other 
cla{i^j[g)|haty various gridiron per- 
formers had 'enrolled in their insti- 
tution. The^exBct status of,many of- 
these players, most of whom had 
played In the semi-professional Big 
Four League, came in for a good 
deal of discussion and comment. 

Accordingly, during the course 
of the Investigation concerning the 
appointment of a new coach, the 
Committee will air the problem 
from the McGill viewpoint and 
attempt to reach some definite con- 
clusion.. In addition, the question 
of whether the new coach will .be' 
a full time employee of the' uni» 
verslty or simply part-time as hu 
been the custom in the past will 
be' considered. 

FULL-TUIE COACHES 
Both Western and Queen's had 
coaches' on a full-time basis dur- 
ing the past year while McGill and 
Varsity did not A large number of 
names have been mentioned as 
possible, successors to Kerr, with 
several members of the Alouettes,* 
former or present high school men- 
tors and past members of McGill 
teams suggested as likely candi- 
dates. The Investigation by the 
Committee will clear, at least tem- 
porarily, some of the fog of con- 
jecture which at present shrouds 
the athletics problem at McGlU. 
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Existence and Resistance 

On a campus, as in Die outside world lliat sur- 
rounds it, mahy cicments intrude upon tlic stu- 
dents' coniiciousncss. Tiic business man lias real- 
ized the importance of getting across the value 
of his product by a bewildering array of chan- 
nels; modern man is confronted on the street by 
massive signs that loom up at him or light his 
way home in the wee small hours; pamphlets 
litter his doorway, radios at his fingertips whis- 
per saccharine jingles that penetrate into and 
ecar the listener's subconscious; hoarse voices 
that examine a man from head to toe; so the 
poor fellow goes out and buys a bar of soap that 
he will never need, and furthermore will only 
want to use once. Nevermore. And the glories of 
high-pressure publicity go marching on. .. 

The students al McGill have been awarc^jf 
mythical symbols that have paraded across Daily 
pages in sporadic fashion: NFCUS. To the ma- 
jority of undergraduates these letters still,- do 
not mean a thing. Accustomed to closing their 
minds in self-protection to all forms of publicity 
pressure but the most subtle and ingeniously 
presented, they arc little concerned wi(h the pur- 
pose, met.hodg and work of this organization. 
And yet NFCUS at McGill consists of a per- 
manent committee set up by the Students* Execu- 
tive Council, with its own budget, temporary 
headquarters in the Book Exchange, end over 
sixty representatives from various campus asso- 
ciations, working intensely on preparing briefs 
ànd rëports; these reporte àre not to be filed 
away and forgotten. .^ , 

An up-to-lhe-mihulc account of this wprk will 
be referred to McGill students this afternoon at 
five o'clock; it is the intention of the NFCUS 
executive to check student views on the final 
work presented by the Committee on December 
11th. And why this concern about McGill stu- 
dent opinion? Because this work is preparatory 
to the four-day Conference of the National Fed- 
eration of Canadian Univcrsitv Students that 
will be held in Toronto on December 27, 28, 29 
and 30th, and decisions taken there by over 
sixty University delegates will ajfect the stu- 
dents' University position for a number of years. 

The National Federation after providing some 
benefits 'for the University student during the 
period 1927-1939 suspended its activities for the 
war emergency; the future of the organization 
will be on trial at this Conference. The particu- 
lar geographical nature of Canada and the scat- 
tered distribution of its population and therefore 
University centres posed tremendous , problems 
to the Federation in achieving its aims of "over- 
coming racial and economic barriers in the in- 
terest of greater understanding among students". 
The Federation,, because of its inexperience as 
regarda a National 'Union of Students such as 
function in Great Britain, France, the U.S.A., 
the Commonwealth and Europe generally did 
not provide for the broad student participation 
that was essential if the Federation was ever 
going to function. 

Events succeeded rather rapidly and a move- 
ment was started in 1937 to constitute a student 
féderftUoliyhlçh blossomed out in full raiment 
as^the Canadian Student Assembly. NFCUS re- 
ports confirm the good work done by CSA dur- 
ing the next two years, and the National Federa- 
tion was somewhat bemused by the fact that 
over a thousand students were 'involved in this 
organisation. 

The theme of this Conference at Christmas 
iâ "Make NFCUS Representative". McGill which 
"has, due to the very eoopcrative attitude of the 
SEC towards XFCU.'^. and the interoMed stu- 
dents involved and a NFCUS orpanixafinn here. 
It is expected to take the lead at the Conference. 
Only student opinion expressed today and on 
December 12, makes this possible.

Filed but not Forgotten 

In the central NFCUS office at Toronto, a stack 
of forgotten files has gradually accumulated during 
the last twenty years. 'Burled deep in the technolo- 
gical verbiage of official reports there lies the whole 
story . of the development of international atudent 
organizations. 

At one time the vigorous Congres International 
des Etiidlants (CLE.) organized international atud- 
ent athletics festivals, and arranged for International' 
Kholarihips 4 and student exchanges. Many perma- 
nent offices were established at Praha and other 
European centres, to provide social statistics to the 
League ot Nations, and to facilitate student travel 
by providing such things as identity cards, handbooks, 
reception facilities and guide services. Through the 
work' of this organization students were able to 
obtain a reduction of 50 par cent, in train fares for 
themselves. 

The first approach ef NFCUS to the CJ.E. was 
when an observer was sent to the Fifteenth Congreu, 
held at Venice, In August 1033. Unfortunately the 
nationalist tendencies of the era were already threat- 
ening to split this organization wide open. Most 
members ot the Congress were the GruppI Unlver- 
ilUrl FaaelstI, and their Intent Is made fully clear 
in an Informal report ot the Canadian observer, 
James Gibson: 

"The program of the Congress... had a picture 
of 'II Duce' on the front page, then a long disserta- 
tion on Fascism and University Youth — . : . Fascist 
blackshlrts of all ages swarmed in : and occupied 
the seats reserved for the delegates;..; the Presi- 
dent was scarcely given a hearing..." 

The Canadian delegates were merely observers 
and as such the CLE. paid little attention to them. 
This attitude on the part of the CLE. caused the 
Canadian delegation from NFCUS to file a report 
advising that the NFCUS not affiliate with the CLE. 

' A crisis arose in the following year when the 
Polish government' dissolved the Polish Union of 
Students. The situation was further confused by the 
appearance ot rival groups of students of opposing 
political beliefs, all clamouring for recognition In 
their various countries. 

The end of the NFCUS file on the CLE. cane 
shortly after the following letter from the Canadian 
observer at the Council ot 1936: . 

"The retiring president is with the Italian Air 
Force In East Africa; and in any event he had made 
it clear that he would in no case come to England 
to preside, u a mark of his disfavor of the English 
aanetionlat attitude... The new president Is a hulk- 
in( Latvian,.., en etntruetlonlst of the first order... 
He came to the Council with the votes of the four 
Baltic states In his pocket; and voted for himself. 
He got one vote more than hli Czech opponent... 
who Immediately resigned." 

There, in summarized form, the reeson for the 
failure of the CLE. seems apparent It was the same 
uncomproiniilng nationalist spirit as that which 
Ihattered the contemporary League of Nations. 
' Now that the war Is over, students around the 
world feel that they can profit from the mistakes 
of the peat, and establish new world organlzatioda 
to lolve the pressing international problems of today. 
The United Nations are the most important expres- 
sion of this faith, but .there Is a definite place for 
an International Union of Students to handle the 
Increasingly important international student problems. 

NFCUS Is confident that with the current wave 
of attempts at International good will a nëw Union 
een be established which will draw atudenU of the 
world together.
